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Morton: his professorial exhibition opens renovated McPherson Gallery 

A singing 
flexibility of color’ 


The first exhibition in the renovated 
McPherson Library gallery is an inaugural 
professorial exhibition of 13 paintings by 
Prof. Douglas Morton, Dean of Fine Arts. 

The exhibition of 13 paintings continues 
until Dec. 4 and is available for viewing at 
all times that the library is open. 

Morton has been internationally 
acclaimed for what one art critic calls “a 
singing flexibility of color”. “Morton is one 
of the two finest and most subtle colorists 
in the spectrum of Canadian painting, the 
other being Yves Gaucher,” states T.A. 
Heinrich of Arts Canada. “The two, 
whose works have otherwise nothing else 
in common, do share the one factor, the role 
that music plays as a sustaining force 
underlying their visual thinking.” 

Heinrich describes Morton’s “alchemy, 
beginning with the juxtaposition of two or 
more areas of color that seem never before 
to have been placed in these contiguities, 
despite all the laws of probability, and yet, 
once seen it is obvious that these relation¬ 
ships are the children of destiny, not of 
chance.” 

The works span 13 years of Morton’s 
career. Most are large and all are acrylics. 

Morton explains that the exhibition is 
not intended to be retrospective in nature. 
“It is apparent that my primary interests 
are integrating color, form and symbol? it 
may be less obvious that in large part the 
imagery has its origin in nature, whether 
intentional or not.” 

The earlier works in the exhibition were 


painted in Regina, those from the 1970s in 
Toronto. “It seems in retrospect that the 
natural and social environment of these 
two regions of Canada did effect my work. I 
am sure my paintings of this decade will 
similarly reflect the influence of this 
region.” 

Morton’s works are also on display in 
Ontario this fall, in a travelling exhibition 
titled “The Regina Five Exhibition 
Number Two”. It opened in Creemore, Ont. 
in October, travels to the University of 
Toronto’s Hart House in December and 
moves to Peterborough and Oshawa in 
February and March of 1982. 

“The Regina Five” is a group of five 
artists including Morton who lived in Reg¬ 
ina 20 years ago and were pulled out of 
obscurity with a major show (Regina Five 
Number One) at the National Gallery of 
Canada in Ottawa. 

This small group including Ronald 
Bloore, Edward Goodwin, Kenneth 
Lochead, Arthur McKay and Morton were 
working in advanced modernist idioms. 
They were attempting to rebuild Canadian 
painting on modernist and abstractionist 
lines, beyond the traditional Canadian 
landscape. 

For their second exhibition together, the 
five artists have each contributed five 
paintings. Morton attended the opening of 
the exhibition in Creemore in October. He 
was appointed Dean of Fine Arts at UVic 
in 1980, coming here from York University 
in Toronto. 


GSS seeks centre 


Representatives of the Graduate Students 
Society (GSS), UVic Alumni Association, 
Alma Mater Society and the Law Students 
Society meet next week with UVic Presi¬ 
dent Dr. Howard Petch and Vice- 
President, Administration, Trevor 
Matthews to discuss the future of the 
Faculty Club Centre. 

The centre, in a renovated army hut 
near the corner of McKenzie Ave. and Fin- 
nerty Rd., becomes available in January 
with the move of the Faculty Club to a new 
centre in the woods between the Begbie 
Building and the new academic building 
for the Theatre Department. 

“We need the centre to gain the support 
of our members for our activities,” says 
Andrew Shand, president of the GSS. 

“It’s a first step in revitalizing the G 
which has lain dormant for a long ti TV \ 

Shand is optimistic that the GSS can 
work out a compromise agreement with 
other potential users of the centre. “We’ve 
met with the Alumni Association and 
while there are differences as to uses envis¬ 
aged for the centre, I believe we can work 
out most of these differences.” 

The GSS is now ocated in the “white 
house” on the hin at the corner of Sinclair 
Ave. and Finnerty. 

“It’s a fine old house and quite ade¬ 
quate, considering our limitations at pres¬ 
ent,” says Shand. He adds that the house, 
with offices and a meeting room, could be 
more appropriately used as a day care cen¬ 


tre. “The need on campus for further day 
care facilities is evident and the white 
house is quite suitable.” 

Shand sees the GSS “really taking off’ 
if their bid for the centre is accepted. 

“If we are successful, we would try to 
maintain the present dining facilities at a 
fairly high level of operation,” he says. 

“We have found that some faculty 
members like to socialize with students but 
find the Student Union Building (SUB) 
quite noisy,” he explains. “There has been 
support among faculty for a new place 
where students and faculty could meet 
socially.” 

Shand says the GSS “Happy Hour” in 
the upper SUB lounge could be turned into 
the “social event of the week” in the centre. 

“We plan to provide a lot more than a 
happy hour,” he adds. 

“We can see potential for many groups 
to use the centre for meetings and for a 
periodicals library to be developed. “It’s an 
obvious base for intellectual, cultural and 
social activities and one that would bring 
grad students to participate more in GSS 
activities.” 

The GSS has more than 1,000 members 
but has not been very active in recent 
years. 

Shand and his executive see a spark of 
interest developing this year already 
among graduate students.

TAs look at unionization 

A group of graduate students at UVic who work as teaching assistants are 
attempting to end what they call “a feudal lord and serf’ system for profes¬ 
sors and graduate students at UVic. 

The group is actively pursuing the organization of a union for 350 to 400 
teaching assistants on campus. Discussions are taking place with other 
groups on campus. 

“The efforts at unionization are taking place separately from the Graduate 
Student Society (GSS),” says Andrew Shand, president of the GSS. Members 
of the GSS executive are on record as supporting unionization. 

Shand explained that the GSS is the official representative of teaching 
assistants on campus and also represents more than 1,000 graduate students. 

“The roles are sometimes contradictory,” he added. 

Shand said while any union local established by teaching assistants 
would include the establishment of bargaining rights, “the problems that 
have been occurring do not stem from hours of work or wages. 

“The difficulties arise from the lack of a clear definition between the role of 
the student and the role of the teaching assistant. 

“We want to clearly define where the work stops and the education 
begins.” 

Shand said going for much higher wages is not the answer. “At UBC 
teaching assistants succeeded in getting higher wages and the administra¬ 
tion simply cut back in numbers of teaching assistants.” 

He said at UVic some professors who are supervising graduate students’ 
theses impose a greater teaching workload on students with the argument 
that this is part of the students’ studies. 

“We are not denying the educational value of working with a professor at 
the university,” said Shand. “But when this becomes an excuse for exploita¬ 
tion, we draw the line.” 

Shand said he heard of one case where a professor asked a graduate 
student to “come around and mow my lawn” as part of his duties. 

“The main way now to curb such abuses is by approach to the chairman of 
a department by a student. This can be successful but going to a chairman of a 
department is embarassing for all concerned. 

“The existence of a codified grievance procedure would eliminate the fear 
of embarassment and clarify the procedures.” 
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Attacking myths about women 
and booze 



Ferrence: women less likely to drink alone 


Fifty per cent of children born to alcoholic 
mothers have birth defects. 

A woman having two drinks a day dur¬ 
ing pregnancy can significantly increase 
the chances of problems at birth. 

The safest approach is simply not to 
drink when pregnant, according to Dr. 
Roberta Ferrence of the Sociology Depart¬ 
ment at Queen’s University in Kingston. A 
scientist at the Alcohol and Drug Addic¬ 
tion Foundation in Toronto, Ferrence par¬ 
ticipated in a seminar on “women and 
alcohol” at UVic, Nov. 9. 

Ferrence says the alcohol industry 
doesn’t like the idea of pregnant women not 
drinking and has pressured government 
agencies to tone down their warnings so 
that advertisements now advise pregnant 
women only that it is better not to drink. 

She came armed with statistics that 
shatter a few myths about alcohol and the 
modern woman while demonstrating that 
alcohol consumption is increasing dramat¬ 
ically among men, women and teenagers. 

“The idea that the multiple roles women 
now undertake is leading to stress and in 
turn to heart diseases, social problems and 
addictive behavior is a myth,” she says. 

“Heart disease is decreasing among 
both men and women, indeed, faster 
among women than men. Smoking is 
decreasing among adult women and level¬ 
ling off for female teenagers.” 

Alcohol consumption, however, has 
been increasing rapidly among men and 
women, indicating that the same pressures 
are operating on both, says Ferrence. 

“In 1939, 70 per cent of males and 45 per 
cent of females drank. In 1977, 77 per cent 
of males and 65 per cent of females drank.” 

One stereotype of the woman alcoholic 
is a woman drinking alone while her hus¬ 
band is at work. Ferrence says that women 
are less likely to drink alone than men and 
also drink less when they are with other 
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women than when they are with men. 

Ferrence does not expect that greater 
equality for women will lead to more prob¬ 
lems for them with alcohol. “I suspect just 
the opposite. The women’s movement has 
been very health-oriented.” 

While the images that many have of the 
drinking woman are incorrect, it is known 
that women are drinking more. The rea¬ 
sons are not clear, and almost certainly not 
the ones given, says Ferrence. She points 
out that we show a lot about our culture 
when we even ask about women drinkers 
as opposed to drinkers, period. “Why are 
adult, white males not the subjects of 
government-sponsored studies? It is 
always the so-called powerless groups. 
Elderly people are the ‘in group’ now. They 
are following women as the group to 
study.” 

Most people drink infrequently, says 
Ferrence. “A recent survey in Ontario 
showed that only 17 per cent of males and 
four per cent of females drank every day 
during a given week. Most people drink 
once a month or less.” 

One of the main concerns with alcohol is 
the “problem drinker”, she says. “There 
are approximately four times as many 
males as females who are heavy drinkers, 
but in some age brackets—around 35 for 
instance—the ratio approaches two to 
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Editor seeks 
Senate seat 

John Lutz, editor of the Martlet has 
handed what he calls “a hot potato” to the 
Senate. At the Nov. 4 meeting, the Senate 
quickly handed the issue to its committee 
on agenda and procedures. 

Lutz wants to be accepted as a candidate 
in an election for a Senate seat for a part- 
time student. Nominations closed in that 
election Oct. 29 and there were no eligible 
nominations received, according to Regis¬ 
trar Ron Ferry. 

Lutz submitted nomination papers to 
Ferry on Oct. 29 but Ferry ruled that he was 
not eligible to stand for election because he 
was not registered in any credit course at 
UVic at the time his nomination was 
received. 

In a letter to Lutz, Ferry explained that 
the University Act defines a student as “a 
person who is currently enrolled at a uni¬ 
versity in a credit course or who is desig¬ 
nated by resolution of the Senate as a 
student.” 

In a letter to Senate, Lutz explained the 
conditions surrounding his candidacy. He 
said he had intended to register for courses 
starting in January of 1982 but felt he 
might as well wait until December to apply. 

“Instead, I waited until I saw the notice 
announcing the vacancy for a student part- 
time senator before I realized that I should 
apply earlier than December.” 

When he went to apply he discovered 
that registration was permitted for Janu¬ 
ary only in September or December. After 
being ruled ineligible for the election by the 
registrar, Lutz went to D.C. Thomas, direc¬ 
tor of records, and was registered in person, 
Nov. 2. 

“The upshot of this complicated affair is 
that I am now a registered student in good 
standing at the University of Victoria for 
the current winter session, although tech¬ 
nically I was not at the time of the closure 
of nominations.” 

Correspondence from Lutz and Ferry 
were presented to the Senate which did not 
discuss the item. When it was referred to 
the committee on agenda and procedures, 
committee chairman Dr. Sam Scully asked 
senators to refer any views on the issue to 
the committee which will report back at the 
Dec. 2 meeting of Senate. 

Paula DeBeck is the part-time student 
senator. Her three-year term expires at the 
end of November. 


Johnston to speak 
at Alumni dinner 

The Hon. Donald J. Johnston, Pres¬ 
ident of the Treasury Board of Can¬ 
ada, is the guest speaker at the 
annual dinner of the UVic Alumni 
Association Nov. 27. 

Tickets for the dinner at 8:15 
p.m. in University Centre are avail¬ 
able through Alumni Association 
coordinator Sonia Birch-Jones at 
721-7635 and cost $16, including 
wine. 

Johnston, a member of Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau’s inner 
cabinet, is responsible for the gen¬ 
eral management of the federal 
public service. In addition, he has 
been given a special mandate for 
governmental policies relating to 
regulatory reform, the direction, 
control and accountability of crown 
corporations and for the implemen¬ 
tation of freedom of information 
legislation. 

He represents the federal riding 
of St. Henri-Westmount in Quebec 
and for 13 years was a professor in 
the Faculty of Law at McGill Uni¬ 
versity. Johnston was one of the 
lawyers who argued successfully 
the unconstitutionality of Quebec’s 
language law (Bill 101) before the 
Supreme Court of Canada.

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Soul-searching at the library

Libraries are not immune to the pressures 
that shape the rest of society. One of the 
most powerful forces today is the combina¬ 
tion of inflation and financial restraint. 
According to Dean Halliwell, Chief Librar¬ 
ian, and Dr. Wesley Wooley (History), 
chairman of the Senate committee on the 
library, this combination is compelling the 
library to change its operation and to take 
an in-depth look at its future. 

Tough decisions have to be made. 

Ten years ago the library bought 52,800 
volumes. This year it will buy 23,250. 

Ten years ago the library was able to 
order journals on the recommendation of 
individual professors. For the last three 
years there has been a freeze on journal 
subscriptions. A department must drop a 
journal of equal cost before it can order a 
new one. 

Staff numbers are down in technical 
and administrative areas although there 
has been an increase in those dealing 
directly with the public. While some of 
these cuts have been due to reductions in 
book and journal purchases, the result in 
the McPherson Library is that “fewer peo¬ 
ple are working much harder,” according 
to Halliwell. 


While staff reductions are taking place,

student numbers are rapidly increasing. 
The increase in undergraduate registration 
this year alone was about 11 per cent. 

Obviously the crunch is on and both 
Halliwell and Wooley believe that deci¬ 
sions about services and directions must be 


For book borrowers the crunch is on 
made soon. 

“We need to ask ourselves if we can get 
along with less service and spend more 
money on acquisitions,” says Wooley. 

“The balance between service and mate¬ 
rial is important. It is not much use having 
excellent service if the items are not there 
and of course the same goes for having the 
materials but people being unable to get 
them because of lack of staff. 

“However, I think people have been 
spoiled by the level of service. This may not 
be the feelings of students, faculty, or 
staff,” adds Wooley. 

In addition to the question of service 
versus acquisitions, Wooley believes that 
the university community must determine 
whom the library is meant to serve. 

“We need to review our present policy of 
getting large amounts of materials to sup¬ 
port graduate study and research by indi¬ 
vidual faculty members. Our primary 
concern must be the maintenance of a high 
quality undergraduate library.” 

Immediate availability of materials, 
storage problems, and cooperation with 
other universities are also areas that must 
be considered. 

“Because of the economics of expanding 
physical facilities, I can see us moving to a 
more compact form of storage, especially 
with materials that are used infrequently,” 
says Halliwell. “These materials would 
still be available within hours of request. 

“We are now working closely with SFU 
and UBC in placing subscriptions, particu¬ 
larly in esoteric areas,” says Halliwell. “In 
the next decade we will be forced into con¬ 
sidering deposit of some materials in a pro¬ 
vincial storage facility and removal of 
some journals more than 10 years old if 
either SFU or UBC has a copy.” 

Popular images of the library of the 
future include many electronic marvels but 
neither Halliwell nor Wooley believe these 
will be as significant a factor as some peo¬ 
ple state. 

“Electronic publishing is sometimes 
seen as being a substantial part of the 
future with less emphasis on the printed 
text,” says Halliwell. “It may be one aspect 
of the future but I don’t think it will take 
over publishing in the next decade. Even 
though the economics of publishing are a 
matter of great concern. I don’t see any 
more than a small diminution in tradi¬ 
tional publishing. 

“We will be acquiring more materials in 
non-print form, however, and to some 
extent using electronic materials. Compu¬ 
ter searches through data banks will 
expand in depth and breadth. 

“Despite this, we have over one million 


volumes here that are not going to disap¬ 
pear,” points out Halliwell. 

New programs at the university could 
add to the library’s difficulties. 

“I am uneasy about expansion into engi¬ 
neering, commerce, and potentially medi¬ 
cine,” says Wooley. “These will put strains 
on the library’s operating budget. If we are 
going to expand, then it is important the 
library not suffer in that process.” 

Halliwell is likewise concerned about 
the new engineering program. “Engineer¬ 
ing will have a substantial impact on us. It 
will cause space problems as we develop 
the collection especially if some of the 
space in the library is not available to us. 
The School of Public Administration takes 
up much of the second floor now. 

“The encouraging side is that because of 
the procedures of the Universities’ Council, 
we must identify the costs of new programs 
including library costs. If our estimation 
was accurate, we should be able to develop 
a high quality engineering library with 
these extra funds.” 

Libraries have a difficult time maintain¬ 
ing their funding levels because books 
can’t complain. “There are organized 
groups on campus that lobby for salaries, 
programs, etc., but the acquisition budget 
lacks an effective force outside of the 
library staff’, says Wooley. 

Wooley believes the future of the library 
to be critical to the university. “The library 
is the heart of the university. We will be 
surveying the university community 
before any decisions are made. We would 
welcome advice from anyone.”

Alumni respond 

The UVic Alumni Association’s annual 
fund drive is rapidly approaching the 
target of $20,000. 

The association began the campaign in 
September with letters to about 14,000 
alumni members. Former UVic students 
and faculty members have responded with 
about $14,000 in contributions so far. 

Alumni President Wesley Black, chair¬ 
man of the 1981 fund drive, says he is 
pleased with the response and is hoping 
that further donations will put the drive 
over the top. 

“The focus of the appeal this year is to 
increase the amount of Alumni Associa¬ 
tion scholarships to $1,500 each,” he 
explains. The Alumni is providing four 
$500 scholarships this year to UVic 
students. 

Honorary chairman of this year’s fund 
drive is Dr. Bob Wallace, former chancellor 
and a faculty member at UVic and its 
predecessor Victoria College, from 1933 to 
1972. 

All donations to the fund drive are tax- 
deductible and can be ear-marked for a par¬ 
ticular area. 


Tackling 
library’s future 

A special meeting of the Senate 
committee on the library will be 
held Nov. 25 to consider ways of 
developing a general policy for the 
future development of the UVic 
library system. (See story, this 
page.) 

The meeting is the result of a 
recommendation from the Senate 
committee on the budget which 
reported in April of this year that 
“we need to know what services the 
library should and can provide to 
the university community in the 
1980s.” 

In the report, Dr. Sam Scully, 
Associate Dean for Humanities, 
then chairman of the committee on 
the budget, outlined the growing 
crisis in library acquisitions and 
the “urgent need for the university 
community to establish its priori¬ 
ties concerning the library system.” 

The UVic library system 
receives more financial support per 
student than any other library in a 
major Canadian university. 

Despite this, it has become virtu¬ 
ally impossible to purchase new 
journals, staff has been reduced 
and fewer books are being 
purchased. 

Scully’s report concluded that 
the “mere injection of additional 
monies, as proposed, will not by 
itself dispel the current problems. 

“Indeed, increased funding will 
merely create new tensions because 
it will create unrealistic expecta¬ 
tions unless it is accompanied by 
clear formulation of policy which is 
widely understood.” 

In May the Senate passed Scul¬ 
ly’s recommendation that “the 
Senate committee on the library, 
working closely with the librarian 
and seeking the opinions of the uni¬ 
versity community, formulate gen¬ 
eral policv about the future 
development of the UVic library 
system, including broad principles 
concerning the allocation of book 
funds.” 

“At our meeting on Nov. 25, we 
will be discussing ways of tackling 
the recommendations passed by 
Senate,” explained Dr. Wesley Woo¬ 
ley, chairman of the Senate com¬ 
mittee on the library. 

“It’s too early to predict the 
approaches the committee will 
take, but we will survey the univer¬ 
sity community before making a 
decision. 

“What we hope to establish are 
basic principles and guidelines for 
the future.”
